Some twenty 
plus members pledged in excess of $300 at a recent 
meeting to pay for the complete overhaul and retub~ 
ing of the machine by VA6EUZ, 

Since that time, it has been determined that the 
duplexer is deffective, out of warranty, and non~ 
repaiable. What's why the repeater is currently op-~

"what's wrong with that?", you may asks "Why do we 
need a duplexer?" Vell, two antennas require two 
feedlines, Long runs of high-quality, low-loss feed~ 
line are a must for a high repeater antenna. It's 
much cheaper to buy one length of good feedline to

Line expense, when two antennas are used, the c 


rage of the repeater between transmit and recei.s 
comes non-reciprocal. In other words, the higher 
ceive antenna hears farther on receiving than the 
ransmit antenna reaches on transmitting, If that's 
ot bad enough, the lower antenna is distorted by 
he tower extending above it. 

N6CN, N6TU and N6IG are currently exploring the 
ossibility of building our own duplexer with three 
urplus cavities received from another county via 

CES, If they prove to be usable, we'll have three 
nore built and combine all six cavities into a usa= 
le duplexer. If they don't work, we'1l have to buy

‘In addition to the duplexer, we need a full set of 
Spare tubes and miscellaneous parts in order to keep 
the down time to a minimum, There is no way our 

club treasury can handle these expenses, there- 
fore, a separate fund will have to be maintained.
